The Scene at the Penge Trial. 

Tho Bcone at tbo conclusion of the in- 
quiry into the Penge oase was a most 
striking one. The Telegraph of Sept. 2Gtli 
thus ilodcriboa it:— Tho Court had assem- 
bled at half paat ton in the ujoruiug, and 
from that time until 38 minutes ijast nine, 
■with Bligbt iutorvals for refreshment on 
two obcasions, nothing had been done but 
the Bummiug up of ovidoncQ which nearly 
everyone in Court knew by heart. The 
morning faded into the aftertioon, tbo 
afternoon grew gloomy with tbo dusk, tho 
night came on, and still no sound echoed 
through the building but tho voice of tlio 
judge. On this the Beveuth day of tho 
trial the Court -was more crowded than 
ever, and strange to say mora ladies than 
usual hnd taken places to gratify' their 
curiosity. It was a strango contrast. On 
one side of the court, in that broad pen 
under the clock, sat the four miserable 
prisoners. Louia Staunton, pale as death, 
cast his eyes up at the distant window and 
appeared to be in a trance or daze. Ho 
did not speak; ho did not write; bo did 
not move. In the centre of tho dock, side 
by side sat husband and wife, Patrick and 
Mrs. Stauutun. These unhappy people 
could scarcely have been closer, and 
throughout the terrible day they occupi- 
ed themsplves in constuutly writing aud 
conversing with desperate earnestness. At 
the further end of tho dock was placed 
Alice Ehodea, who bowed her head, never 
looked on the court, aud, like Louis 
Staunton, appeared to bo stupihed with 
terror. There had been occasions during 
this miserable trial when it roquirod tho 
beat fortitude of all the prisoners to pro- 
vent their giving way to their pent-up 
feelings, aud we know that on the last 
day hut one those ladieswho were present 
were i^ainod to hear tlie hysterical shrieks 
of Mrs. Patrick Staunton aud the couvul- 
aive sobs of Alice Rhodes. But as jes- 
tBrdoy. wore wearily along there was no 
snob scene. , Whenever any of the audi 
ence looked towards the dock with tho 
grave Governor of Newgate Gaol in one 
corner, and tho background of male and 
female warderci, their curiosity was grati- 
fied no further than to see tlio palo startl- 
ed face of Louis, tho centre group of the 
unhappy husband and wife, probably 
for the last Ume on. earth, and at the op- 
posite corner the bent head of Alice 
Khodes. All was sad and solemn. No 
shrieks, or soba, or hysterical outbursts 
interrupted the steady voice of the per- 
sihteut judge. But contrast the dei)ress- 
ing picture under the clock with that 
which faced the prisoners. The great 
Bword of^jnstice stood against a back- 
ground of crimson. The scarlet and robes 
of the judge, the blue silk and dark fur 
on the gowuH of the eherill'b, the gold 
chain of oflico, the bouquets of chrysan- 
th«um lying idly on the desks, tho court 
suits, lace ruffles and glittering swords of 
the under-sheriffs, made, with the jewels 
and dresses of the ladies who bad come to 
see the trial, a strangly different picture 
from the gloomy sorrow beneath the 
clock. On one side shivering despair, on 
the other gaiety and life. 

The day seemed interminable" during 
the long summing up. Sometimes there 
came through tho opon window the voices 
of the newsboys selling iho various edi- 
tions of the evening papers. At half-past 
eight o'clock the shouts became like the 
roar of a mob outside tho prison walls; 
but the day wore sadly on,tho clock struck 
hour after hour, the daylight went oqt, 
and with an illumination of gas in Court 
Mr. Juatico Hawkins at six o'clock began 
a new series of evidence and commout. It 
was not until twenty minutes to ten that 
the jury had retired;to consider their ver- 
dict. The jury were taken out of Court, 
the four prisoners wore escorted below by 
their warders, the Judge went ont with 
the Sheriffs, and the anxious ladies who 
had remained bravely at their posts were 
prepared to discuss with their compau- 
ions the probabilities of the verdict. So 
the time wears away until the clock strikes 
eleven. Opinions are divided, and some 
Bay that the jury will not be back until 
midnight. But at ilvo minutes 2>ast eleven 
young Mr. Pollard, of the Treasury, bus- 
tles into Court, and instinctively every 
one feels that tho time has arrived aud 
that the jury are coming back. A buzz of 

. ' ezpebtanoy passed along the bar benches. 
Seats are resunied'. The Judge is fetched 
into Court. "Silence" is emphatically 
proclaimed, and once luoro tho two bro- 
thers and tho two Hif,t«rs arc in the front 
row of tho dock. There is no sitting now. 
They must all stand and hear the verdict 
pronounced upon them. Louis, still ashy 
pale, looks as if he were in a stupor, and 
gazes unmoved. Patrick trembles like a 
leaf, and, as ho has done on every day of 
tho trial, looks behind him ijitifully and 
pleadingly for his wife. Oiico she is by 
his side ho seom.s moro coutoutcd. Tlio 
two women, half stooping and shrinking 
from tho look of the Court and tho eyes of 
tho women round and about them at every 
corner, stand by the side of the men. Tho 
dock is now full. The warders have been 
doubled and trebled, aud it requires all 
the kindly assistance of Mr. Smith, tlie 
Qovornor, and all tho attention of every 
one concferned, to prevent Patrick aud his 
wife from falling. It is a dreadful mo- 
ment, aud till! BUHijoDSois ijaiuful. Ouco 
again tho names of tho jurymen are call- 
ed over and each ono answers. Then, af- 
ter another "Silence-!" tho Clerk of tho 
Arraigns speaks, "How say you, geutlo- 

. men, is Louis Staunton guilty of tho mur- 
der with which he stands charged ?" Tho 
foreman's voice tromhles, '•Guilt3'." "Is 
Patrick Staunton guilty of tho inunler 
with which he staiuls charged?" "Guil- 
ty." "Is Elizabeth Ann Staunton guilty 
of the murder with which she stands 
charged?" "Guilty." Thore^s a shud- 
der at tho anaounqement, ^, *;i8 Alice 
Rhodes guilty of the murder with which 
sho stands charged ?" "Guilty." At tho 
last sentonoo thorn is an exclamation of 
"OhI" a sudden, Hliiirp murmur of pity 
which runs instantly round tho Court. All 
eyes are lixed on tho iniserablo croaturts 
in tho dock. That murmur of comtnis- 
seration grows so loud that the recoui- 
moudation to mercy of the women is 
scarcely hoatd. And now Alico Rhodes 
lias fainted in tho dock. With a pileou.s 
moan she has fallen into tho arms of the 
attendants, and has been gently placed 
on a chair. "I Avill, I will," murmurs 
Mr. Patrick Staunton to her husband.

Still 
Louis Staunton gazes upon thoCourt as if 
in a dream. Still Patrick Staunton posi- 
tively Bhivers. How long will that un- 
hftPPy woman bear up? Her eister is 



moaning in a fainting lit, and smelling 
salti* are being administered; and whilst 
the old-fashioned cry of tho usher, "Oyez, 
oyez, oyez," asks why sentence of death 
should not be pronounced, and the judge 
sternly comments on the enormity of tho 
offonco, tbo two brothers and tho sisters 
still stand at the bar. Patrick Staunton 
gcaspsvvhis wife's hanil; ho pro.sses it in- 
tensely and affectionately. Again she 
murmurs she will bo firm, but at the 
mention of death her strength suoonmbs, 
and, with one pitiful cry, "O, give me a 
chair," sho sinks by tho side of hor sister 
in a swoon. And now tho two brothers 
are left standing to hear tho sontonco of 
death pronounced. Before tho dreadful 
words are over, Patrick, remomboring, 
no doubt, thoir old affection, has slipped 
his hand into his brother's, as mnch as to 
say that if "they were not lovely and 
))loasant in their lives," still that "in 
death they are not divided," but Louis 
Staunton, palo as hewn marble, neither 
trembles nor falters, nor looks at his 
brother, nor turu.s towards poor Alica 
Rhodes as sho lies fainting in the corner, 
but simply gazes across the crowded 
court' " into vacancy. As wo look 
amidst tho hndiilod crowd of word- 
ors, fainting women, and palo men 
condemned to death, they are asked if 
thoy have anything to say against tho 
oncoming execution. Mr. Sydney Smith, 
the governor of the gaol, auswers for tho

So ends the drama thus brought 
to a tragic conclusion, and as the audi- 
ence fiio out, appalled at the i scene jnst 
witncsyed, one of the leading counsel — 
accustonaod no doubt to sentenoes of 
death — asks my Lord when he will ts^O 
tho first case in the morning.

Osman Pasha has ordered all Ciicas- 
siun irregulars,- Bulgarians and uou- 
combatants to quit Plevna. 

A special dated 'Shumla, Monday, 
says the Bussians attabked the, Turk- 
ish positions at Volerict* to-ddy. Re- 
sult unknown. 

A dispatch from Coustautiuople 
states Achmed Eyoub's command of 
Erzeroum b^s been countermanded. 

A Paris correspondent says an arti- 
cle published in the "Courier de 
Franco" suggesting immediate formu- 
tiou of a cabinet of conciliation has 
attracted great attention. It ia sup- 
posed to have been inspired by Jules 
Grevy and other Eepubiican leaderp. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Oct. 23. — Tiia "Inter 
Ocean" says of tho Sitting Bull coin- 
mission that it is no los.s successful 
than generally anticipated. Thoy were 
sent at urgent aolicitatipn of Oanadian 
authorities who regard the hostiles as 
a perpetual menace to their frontier 
aud the police must bo augmented if 
they stay. This government would 
gain f5otliiug by thoir return. 

CiiicAuo, Oct. 2ij. — A "Times" spe- 
cial from Fort Walsh, Northwest ter- 
ritory via Fort Benton, says the com- 
mission bad met Sitting Bull aud ut- 
terly failed to obtain satisfaction or 
terms of settlomont from hiui. The 
Ciuiadiim ollicers had experienced 
groat trcjuble in inducing Sitting Bull 
and his warriors to meet the commia- 
sioners. It was only after Major 
Walih Lad remained in their cain]itlireo 
(lay that lio Kiicceodcd in induciiiii- 
lliein to mako tho jouruoy. 'When the 
IiuliaiiH arrived at tiio post they were 
assigned a large room ia one of tho 
log houses and were given all the food 
they desiied. During this interven- 
ing time, wliilo thoy remained to await 
arrival of tho Aniorieau commis.HioncrH 
tho Indians became very restless and 
tiireatenod to return to their village. 
Sitting Bull, particularly, was trouble- 
some and appeared to fear trickery, 
notwithstanding assurances of the Ca-. 
uadiau ofTiccr that lie and his chiefs 
watched all tho movonioiits of tiio 
Americans closely. When tho wagons 
arrived with a com])any of infantry tho 
fact was reported to him and duriuj^ 
the night bis followers left tho po.s't 
to oommunicate the intelligence to his 
people in their village. From tho 
time he left his camp to moot tho com- 
missioners several hundred of his 
warriors were ready for an attacl: if 
the Aniericaus or Canadians should 
show signs of- treachery, j ,The place of 
meeting selected wfts'a larjye room in 
the building occupied by the comman- 
der of post. At 8 o'clock tho liist 
Indian (Minnocoujou) followed by 
Flying Bird ontoreil tho room and was 
introduced by Col. ;\IcLeod to mem- 
bera,,o£ j;he, commission and a few 
minutes* later Sitting Bull appeared 
accompanied by iMajor Walsli. Whoii 
tho Indians had seated thomsolvcs 
Sitting Bull rose and said, "I want 
tlu'in (puintiii;^ to lucinbcrs of tho 
coumiiHsiou who wero sitting behiucl 
tho table in his front) to sit here," He 
pointed to the floor in front of whore 
the savages were seated. Gen. Terry 



replied: It was tboliab'it of the whites to 
sit on obairs. The Indians explained that 
thoy could not see thei Americans who, 
partly complying with their request, 
chairs wero plocod with their backs to the 
table so that the commission sat in full 
view of tho savages. After this Gen. Ter- 
ry rose and addressed tko Indians through 
an interpreter stating the object of the 
oommission was to induce tho Indians to 
return to the U. S., and give up their 
arms ahd^deBBfl ^'hostilities, and if they 
would return and hereafter refrain from 
acts of hostility against tho U. S. a free 
pardon would bo given for acts commit- 
ted in (he past. The spoech of tho Gen- 
eral produced no effect on tho savages. 
Tho offer of peace was rejooted. The 
council broke up and the commissioners 
turned their faoes hoinewar(is; ' 

Evening Bispatoli* 

EUEOPE. 

London, Oct. 23.— A Eussian official 
dispatch detailed Friday's attack upon tho 
second Grivilza redoubt saying at tho lirat 
outbreak tho lloiimaniaus woto rojuilsed 
before thoy gained tho redoubt. At tho 
second tho three foremost battalions leap- 
ed into the tronolios and vainly endeavor- 
ed to carry tho redoubt. They remained 
ono hour in the trenches which gave rise 
to the jiremature report of tho captuio 
of tho redoubt. Tlio Roumiiuiaus then 
withdrew with a loss of two otlicers and 
200 men killed and 20 oilicera and 702 
men wounded.

London, Oct. 22.— Advices from Capo 
Town to Oct. 2nd state that a war has bo- 
gun in Transki botweeii the Galeskas and 
tho British and thoir native albea. Fight- 
ing occurred Sept. 2-J.thuud 29th, at South 
Mapasla. Galoskas totho number of 8,000 
attacked the British, but wore ropulsed 
with a lois of four hundred on Sept. 21th 
in a loss on tho 29th unknown. British 
loss, ono man killad and six wounded, 
lleiufc-cemonts have been dispatched 
from Himon's Bay and volunteers are be- 
ing enrbllod thi:oughouttho colony. '

Orand Sham Fight and Review. 



Munioipal Police Court. 

(Before H. 0. Oonrtney, Esq., P.M.) 



yiotoria turned out en masse yesterday 
in spite of the damp weather to witnean 
the attack on Beacoa Hill by about 500 

sailors from tlio Fleet. At 9.30 a.m. 150 
marines under Capt. Phillips marched 
through Viotovia c;i ro;c/u for Ogdon'a 
Point and took up u positiou in MoJuna'a 
Grova. Shortly aflci- ui-riviug there H. 
M.S. Eockot, with boats in tow from the 
Fleet aad with about 500 sailors oq board, 
hove iu sight and ou arriviug off the 
Grovo opened lire ou tho marines who 
•wore conooulod iu tho wood. So effective 
■was the shelling that tho mariuo,s were 
forced to evacuata their cover, 
Meauwhile the small boats had landed 
Bomo 50 or 80 man who at once tkraw 
themselves out iu siiirmishiag order, 
obliging tho imiriuos to retire and thereby 
affording tho heavier boats an opportunity 
to laud men and guns. All having reach- 
ed the shore tlio main body of the sailors 
formed in column with Capt. Bedford as 
Brigadier, Gun-Lieutenant Lintlsay as 
Brigade Major, and Captain Boaa com- 
manding. Skirmishing then oommenoed 
and was continued for the whole distance 
to Beacon Hill. When tho bugle sounded 
at 11.10 all stacked arms and had din- 
ner. During dinner three officers with a 
flag of trace (a white pocket handker- 
ohief) were seen approaching the camp of 
the gallant Marines. Tho officers came 
not to ask for poaco, as one might sap- 
pose, but to arrange. certain details as to 
the afternoon buttle. 

At 12 m. the bugle sounded to arms and 
all fell in once more. A portion of the 
marines being aant off to the top of the 
hill as a garrison to the fort, a second do- 
taohmout taking up their positiou behind 
the grand stand, while the remainder were 
thrown out in skirmishing order to, if 
possible, prevent the eupniy gaining poss- 
ession of the open ground ; but all was of 
no avail as tbe enemy came round tho 
oorner 6f tho Pork fenoe in crowds , and 
almost beifore the marines knew what was 
the matter hnd thrown out firing parties 
right and left, thoicby obliging tho mar- 
ines to retire or bo surrouniled. At tho 
same time Lieut. Abbott appeared iu com- 
mand of the battery and commenced to 
bombard the hill, but had only commenc- 
fid operations when a detachment of cav- 
alry was supposed to charge down on the 
blue-jackets who were at once formed into 
squares, and aftur a few niiuutos succeed- 
ed in beating buck thuir opponents who 
retired in the utmost disonler, the mii- 
rinoa having meanwhile fallen back ou the 
hill where they made a most determined 
stand; again in vain, for the blue- 
jackets -who had steadily approached the 
hill, all at once gave three good cheers 
and charged with bayonets lixed; but on 
getting to the top to'thoir dismay found 
that the marines had retreated to the other 
side •where they had formoil in company 
and refused to ilght au^' more as they had 
lost the day. Tho blue jackets thou left 
the hill and formed ou tiie cricket ground. 
Admiral Dellor.-ioy, wlio had v/alchnd tho 
■whole Drocoediug, took his stand at ,tho 
ealuting point and both armies marched 
past keeping step to the music of the 
Shah's band. 

Tho ground clio=on for yesterday's opar 
ations was [icrliap.s tin; host to bo found 
anywhere near, being oxcelleutly adapted 
for skirmishiug in uvory respect and wo 
cannot praise too highly the w;iy 
it was taken advantage of, all doing 
their ntmost to get a go'od shot at tbe en- 
emy and at the same time taking care to 
avail tlicmselves of every purtiole of cover 
tho ground all'ordoil; aiicl iiiiiuy wore tho 
compliments paid tlio oflicers and men 
for the way the contest ■was conducted . 
flThe march past was the finest sight Vic- 
toria has soon for many a long day. First 
came tho battiuy, three field and 
one gattling gun," two abreast, then 
the sailors iu ooiupauios followed by 
tho Royal Marino Artillery and the lloyal 
Marines in two conipanies, tli(; ambulance 
, corps, etc,, bringing up tho rear. The 
Boilors who are nocess u-ily unaccustomed 
to marching cannot bo complimented too 
highly on their step and line. 'The .jmar- 
ines who are of necessity more accustom- 
ed to marching, though out-boiiton in tho 
fight, yet held their own well when 
they came to maroh . Wo are happy to 
state that though the surgeons were pro- 
sent with tho various arrangements ne- 
cessary for a iield hospital, tiioy wore not 
required. Tiio niiiich p;ist lioiiigovor the 
Marines, headed by tho bfiiid, led tho way 
to tho boats, wlioru all re-einlmrkod for 
Eaquimalt, thus ondinp^ tho battle of ]3oa- 
oon Hill, which was witnessed by 2500 or

Four hundred men 
were in the naino and a large number wore 
killed.

The "Dakota" on Fibe.— Says tho San 
Francisco AUa of the 18th inst. :— ' 'About 
ten o'clock on Wednesday nigut a fire 
broke out on board the Pacific Mail steam- 
ehip Dakota, wliieii had arrived during 
tho'duy . from Victoria and had boon dis- 
charging her freight up to the usaal hour 
in tho evening. Tho iiro was. caused by 
the furnace of the donkey engine used in 
lifting the cargo from the hold of tho ves- 
sel. A message was sent to Chief Engineer 
Scaiuioll, and he immediately ordered En- 
gine No. 2, on Bush street, to the Mail 
wharf, ami while ou his way there, in- 
structed Engine No. 10, at tho corner of 
Bryant and Third streets, to follow. _ No 
alarm was sounded. The engines arrived 
at tho wharf and got thoir streams ready, 
but tho water was not needed as the fir© 
was extinguished by tho employes of tbe 
company, under the command of Chief 
Scaunol. Martin Bulger, Superintendent 
of tho Dock, and Captain Morse, com- 
manding tlio vessel. The damage was not 
great, but it was fortunate that tho fire 
was discovered so early as the flames had 
burned into tho planking of the deck and 
the wood work surrounding the forward 
portion of tho ship." 

The Constitution. — The work of dis- 
charging the cargo of this steamship is 
still going on at San Francisco. Tho 
goods thus far taken out are_ greatly 
damaged. Tho ship is a total ruin.

Immigratioii. 

^Editob Oolonisx:— British Oolnmbia 
is a vast country but partially known 

and not developed, and sutrora from 
many disndvantnges, chief of wliich is 
its close proximity to tho United States 
aud tho vast territory at it.s disposal for 
compotitiou. Again, tho millions of 
people in the east being closely allied 
to the west by national as well as com 
mercial bonds aro drawn by sucli. ties 
to the developinout of their own coun- 
try in proferenco to any other, and, 
therefore, never care to carry the spirit 
of inquiry further thiiii. thoir owu 
dominions. This, however, can and 
should bo remedied by placing such 
information before them us will enable 
them to chooso their own destiny. Al- 
though, as I said before, this i.'i a vast 
country, yet it is comparativoiy un- 
known iu California, and tho gouoial 
belief exists that it is a country of frost 
and snow, wolves, aud grizzly bears. 
Tho Southern portion of California is 
not by any means a lit placo for men 
with small means where the seasons 
are uncertain and success a matter of 
accident rather than a reward for in- 
dustry, and irrespectivo of the preju- 
dice winch exists against British rulo 
aud territory if tho real capabiiitioa of 
the Province wore known, its protec- 
tion of life aud property and its just 
aud equal administration of laws, 1 do 
not doubt that hundreds would prefer 
to loavo uncertainty for certainty, and 
would become sooner or later recon- 
ciled to tho now order of things, for 
the most sensible kuow that Canada 
car, never absorb the United States, 
and that the United States as a' free 
Republic will never attempt to violate 
the princiiilos of its constitution, which 
neither toluratea conquest nor annexa- 
tion contrary to tho will of a free people; 
and, further, as this Dominion contains 
within itself all the principles of free re- 
publican goveruniont, with but one chief 
exception, wliich is that of a Governor 
non-elective, they would soon bo reconcil- 
ed to the lilesainga which surrounded 
them aud help by their infiuenco and pro- 
gressive B|)irit to assist this worthy brunch 
of the Anglo-Saxon race to harmonize 
with their brethren of tho south and make 
not only a part of America, groat iu all 
that partakes of humau Rro.itneas and 
scientific grandeur, but render tho whole 
hoppy, prosperous and free. The bold 
and intrepid pioneers of the north, south 
and west aro wanted to join hands in this 
groat work of tho future— all ivho arc law-, 
abiding and industrious; all who asjiiro to 
rise from low to high condition by the 
sweat of thoir brow and honest industry. 
There aro no treasures here but are open 
to them and to their enterprise. All ore 
equal in tho eyes of the law. Neither 
color, creed, nor race predominates; in- 
telligence and worth aro the passports to 
success. But to bring such a stato of 
things into existence is more than the 
work of one individual. All must help in 
encouraging the stranger, so that he in 
turn may oncouraae others. Govern 
ment, also, must perform its share of tho 
allotted task and cause tho resources and 
capabilities of the Province to be widely 
known, not by employing sinecure agents 
whoso knowledge of tho rest of tho world 
does not extend beyond Esquimalt aud 
thoir judgment in selecting the proper 
kind of jiooplo is inferior to that of on in- 
fant's. No;mouwho are known outside 
the Province and whoso judgment will 
command respect iu localitio.s whore tho 
material is to be drawn from, and who 
from personal knowledge of how to make 
and develop now countries will know 
what kind of people are most suitable and 
what kind of people to imvite in order to 
secure their well-being and contentment 
even after they arrive hero. !Men of small 
capital aro rciiuired, who can improve 
their lands and wait uutil easy communi- 
cation with a market is obtained. Then 
will.they reap their reward, for tho limit- 
ed quantity of land in va-rious localities 
for agricultural piirjjoscs ■■vill niako land 
more valuable tliiui ebowliore, and when 
tho mining rosonrces (if the rroviin-o aro 
opened up and worked there will always 
be a local market, free from outside com- 
petition, which will render the farmers of 
British Columbia more prosperous than 
any others ou the coast. But I must noaso 
delineating what I feed will, sooner or later 
bo true, lest I acquire the enphonious 
titlo of Prophet ami Seer. The iin'rn un- 
certainty of till! tiirmiiiiis (if the project- 
ed railway ouglit not to retard entorpriso 
and cheek national j);rowtli, for are you 
not intelligent enough to perceive that if 
it terminates anywhere oii tho Pacific 
Coast it will lead to wealth aud iirosperit.v? 
and should you ever want moro iudepon- 
donco than you have you will get it by 
voting for it, Blundebbuss. 



Archdeacon Denison, on the occa- 
sion of his twenty-first harvest-home, 
made tho other day a speech on the 
food-and-drink question. There are 
somo odd things at this festival— a loaf 
of ninety-four pounds and a cheese 
weighing ninety, for example— but 
nothing quite so odd as what tbe 
Arcbdeacon himself said to the Somer- 
set folk. He fiercely fell foul of tho 
potato, and rated it as if it wero no 
better than a Low-Church Bishop. 
He had made up his mind not to plant 
another potato as long as he lived. 
"To do so was simply to waste the 
seed aud i^oison the ground, and tho 
more they planted that tuber, the more 
would tlioy poison the ground, until it 
stank in their nostrils." People ought 
to plant, instead of potatoes, peas, 
beans, and beetroot, which were not 
subject to disease. Ho might not go 
with Cobbett in praising beer, which 
niado people's faces red, but he recom- 
mended, as a substitute for cider, "a 
delightful beverage, consisting of oat- 
meal and water, flavoured yyith a little 
acid." "We do not mind iis praising 
this delightful "beverage," which will 
bo sure to be appreciated as it de- 
serves; but it is a little too bad in the 
Archdeacon, iu responding for tho 
Clergy, to go over, horse and foot, to 
the aide of the Colorado beetle. — ^Lon- 
don Spectator. 

Sir CuAitLKs Dilke addressed his 
constituents on Tuesday at Chelsea, 
and there was a psroeptible reversion 
iu it to the ahti-Bussian animus of a 
year ago. He was severe on anything 
like "foolish confidence in the Liberal 
sympathies of a Power absolutely au- 
tocratic, eatou up with pecuniary cor- 
ruption, unacquainted with real liber- 
ty of conscienoe,and ■whioh had crush- 
ed the Poles under the present reign, 
with every circumstance of atrocity." 
Now we have never met with any one 
who confided much in the "Liberal 
sympathies" of Russia. But "Liberal 
sympathies" are hardly wanted, to ren- 
der the lot of a '^lavpnio people ' more 
tolerable under a Sltxvonic empire than 
under a Mahommedan caste; and 
what we want Sir Charles Dilke to ex- 
plain is this, — whether protection for 
honour, lifo, and property, without 
"Liberal sympathies," is not better 
than the inconvertible paper of "Lib- 
eral sympathies" and nothing else, 
which is all that England, Austria and 
Franco, on whom he relies, are dis- 
posed to give. Sir Charles Dilke is a 
littlo too much inclined to hark back 
to the attitude of prejudice with which 
he first approached this question,— 
especially perhaps when' the'. Bussian 
military ability seemB to fl»g.-r-"Lon- 
dou Spectaitor." 

Wab Viotimb.— a letter from Adrian - 
ople says: "As we walked about the town 

yesterday we could not avoid coming upon 
throe street executions »nd witnessing the 
whole disgusting proceedings, not that 
they woro to mo auy novelty, for during 
the two or three days I was in Adrianople 
it seemed as if I could never get out of 
the sight of men dangling in the air. As 
soon ai> a likely looking shop is reached — 
say one with sun blinds supported with 
brackets — the officer cries "Halt!" and a 
soldier, carrying a stool and a rope, stops 
on one side aud arranges tho latter over 
the bracket. Tho man steiDS on to the 
stool, the noose is placed around his neck, 
and he is dra'ivn off' his feet. There is no 
drop, but in every case I am told the poor 
■wretch dies just as those we saw did — 
that is to say, instantaneously and appar- 
ently with littlo pain, being, in fact, 
choked, instead of having the neck brokem. 
I have dwelt upon this not to satisfy tho 
morbid craving for details in such matters, 
but to call tho attention of some scientific 
man to tho subject; for if our patent drops 
aud uow-fangled hanging apparatus are 
not so meiciful as tho older method of 
hanging, thou capital criminals aro pun 
ished in excess by what tho law demands 
To be hanged by the neck till one is dead 
is a difforent thing from having the neck 
partially broken and the circulation of the 
blood and iierhaps the nervous system 
generally stimulated into intense activity
